at once, and bls face expressed fright; “He 
is coming,’ he said, the la coming nearer, let 
ns run aWwey—qulck, quickT nud he almost 
had a nervous crisis under the influence of 
hia terror.” 

We bare seen nemerons rasen of genuine 
somnambullsm. If Dr. Blehet has ever 
aceon them, he well knows that if any in- 
stances évar occur in which outside paraons 
enn give direction to the thoughts, purposes 
or action of a samnambullt, they are the 
Fare exceptions. The degree of contro! is 
totally unlike the control of a magnetlzer 
over his subject. It Ls as mperfect and ac- 
cldental as the alleged control which a per- 
son swoks tan exert over 3 person in an 
ordinary sisep or dreaming, by pinching 
him or talking to him. In the above in- 
stance, while the writer beglus by xasorting 
that the person whese “dream he init 
ences, 1a @ somnambulist, he ands by ex- 
planing that by the word “somuambutist,” 
he means g mesmerized aubiect; i. e., one 
whom he has thrown {nto somnambulism 
by “passes.” 

The fact in that if Rlohet bad presented 
fasts bearing on mesmertao, Without, abus- 
ive epithets, such as “dilsease,’ “hysteria,” 
etc., hio articte would have ben rejected na 
unscientific. An allegation that one person 
could influence the will, Jadgment and be-

To simit they do not know bow a dog 
finds Ha way home, ja eclentiic. Ther need 
not charge the dog with belong diseased. Hut 
to mit that one maos will can indivenoc: 
another's by looks and passes, is unscientific, 
aniess the admisxion ls coupled with the 
Hatement that the pansion 20 Influenced is 
for the tlme belogin aof disease. This 
can safely be dove by redefining the word

Iam in a 
region of rocks, all dry; I do nol feel the heatof the moun, 
but the drynons ie almlinr, na if ntl water wero obacnk I 
neo large masses of rock with volna of fron all through 
them, forming quilo a het-wark, with bero and ihora large

With noother spocimon, knowa by mo to be motecorlo, 
but unknown to hor, she sald:

Win another meteorle epecimen ale anid: 

“The slope or Inclined plain that I naw ia covered with. 

xbort, green vogetatlon, different from all I have ever teen. 
It looka more liko moas than grass; though I nevor aaw 
anything covered with moss io auch un extent. The soll 
In which It grows seems very thin.“ * 
Other psychometors havo recently described to me the 
thin soll nod moasliko vogetatlod fuund on many parta of 
the samo world, . 
- Witt anotbor moteoric epeclmen Mrs. Denton said: "I 
have travrled for mapy viles over tho surface of that 
world, for world It Is, with plains and sons.“ 1 became 
‘gatiafled that some of the meteorites wore fragmonta' of 
worlds on whieh vegelntlon had existed, but beyond thls 
I could arrive at no definite conclusion. I bad the Palos 
ville meteorite moved to Wellesley, and thus the matlar 
remained for nearly twenty yeara, 


DEAR VER METEORITE. 


A fow months ago, Alfred Denton Cridge, tha son of my 
sister, Anne Denton Crldge, who made many of the ox- 
soloationa rodorded lu tbo Soul of Thlags, visited ua, 
nad finding thut he posseszed ramarkablo paychometrlo 
power, I gavo him Jor examiaatlon a piece of a moleogic 
iron found near Bonr River, Colorado, by minors washing 
for gald. He had no ides na ho subsequently anid, aud as 
T think, that it waa x moleorlq specimen. He ald: 

SI seo a very dark, mouhinhoug, tosied-up country. 
Thera stoma no order about lt. It must be n long time 
ago II fear I bave got too far back), Tbera ate na vuryhigh 
mounlalnt, but it 18 very rough nnd precipitious, There 


are no valleys of any size herr. There la no life, no verd - 


ure. It looks dark and forblddlag. By following a chaln 

of monntalos more marked than another, I como to the 

ocean, II Ia not pure water, It ii warm. Thoro Is no life 

on the shore at all. Tho water is dark, but not as salty as 
the ocenn. 

` “There sro great earlhaunkes; ut mes I can zee tho 
hold earth quiver and tosa; there aro also yolcanocs. A 
large promontory runs Inte the occan and there Ia an ial- 
and a milo or two off, a continunilon of it. torn gry water 
alter an earthquake, Tho ground ls rising al tho timo." 

Can you see any cloude? 

“Yea, and they aro pretty high. Tho aun shincs once 
ina whilo, The clouds are very dense,” 

“Noar tho shore thore is plain ground, but most of thd: 
surface la rough. Ican eee for hundreds of miles by gie- 
Ing up." 

Come ta ward the present time. 

' MI dame to whero the bay ls gone nnd the land hos ad. 
vanced, I gen greenish rocka that have vegetable matter on 
them and manats of Jelly en tho shore; sometimes apresd 
out. and gametimes la lumps at a darkish blue color.” 

Como ill ncarer the present 

“Now there nre trees; they aro ferna, The oconn Ia gona 
trom there. Iscos river now, I ses no anlmals on tbo 
land; thoro aro some 1 think in tho oconn. I soo no 

"reptiles, 

“There are large fish In the water: they havo n bony 
covering on tho outside. One is rather round and haa a 
bone that projects from its snout Ilko a sword wlth which 
it charges other fish, 

“tacka are covered with vorduro and trees aro hanging 
over them. I see thick, Jeathory, bluo leaves and plants 
that aro of differont colors, red, light green and olhor 
shades. As-I coms forward in time I seo mammals and 
different trees and coarso grams. Now, I sco no clouds in 
the sky; more grasa and better soil. Thereare large dense 
foresta and marshy ground. The mountains have differ- 
ent colored rock in them, not so black and forbidding, 
Thero aro irres on them Ilko pines, The climalo Is cold - 
er, , * 

Bo far tho deserlpilon might almost apply to our dwn plan- 
et, Ia man could take occasional glances at our globo dure 
ing de ages of its development, he would probably aco a 
very dlstusbed world with no very high mountains, desil- 
tule of verduro and animal Ife and curtalned by denac 
clouds. Ate mere odvaticed stsgo, he might sco Jolly-like 
forma in the-water and slmple forms of regetalion carpet. 
Bgiberooks, In tho Devonian porlad he would aco ferns 

upon the land and dSony-pliated flahes in the water, In tho 
carbooiferous perlod treca and verduro orory whore; and, 
nearer the present, matmimais, vnrlous spgcica of trena aod 
gress, and a colder climate. But what followed was so 
foreign to al? that I knew to be connected with the speci- 
men and even with our globe, I wns utterly unable to ac:

I had Jn my posacasion a amall pleco of natlve iron, from 
a largo moteor found in Texas, and now In tho Peabody 
Musoum in New Haven; thia was nextexamined by Mr. 
Orluge, ho having no knowledge of ite character: 

"J ace high, dark looking mountalus; there ls a canyon 
atthe foot of the highest, I think there ls fron In thot 


mountain, The mountolp risos perpeodlcularly; I ase-

“There la something terribly atrange about this pince; It 
la dark, gloomy and forbidding. It does not acom os. If 
bere was any animal Ilfo here or could bo. I sea grasa 
lo clumpa peru and thoro among the rocks. Thero are no 
irera, Tho plalo geome to da pooky al] over; the farthor 
from the mouitaln the smaller the rocks. : 

“I think it ralns at times ln porfect torrenta; tho water 
toca not seem pure, however. The climate Ja generally 
Warm, but the wind ls of thoes con) and dlaagrecatla, 
I get no Impresslon of animal life of any klod, no Insects, 
no lizards. Taco no tral! ovon of any living thing. 

“Now I see n gutich where water runs, and I get the im. 
pression af a large body of walor ni a distanco {thla 18 the 
strangest specimen I evor examined), I am thera now. 
It Ia n block, dismal looking placo; coast ls high and rug - 
ged; the water is dark; I holds a great deal of mineral 
matlar la solution, It lias a very disogreenbly bittor and 
yet oold taste, It is warm." 

The bitler taste may havo been produced by an excoss 
of sulptinte of magnesia and the acid tasto by zulphurlo 
ned. a common product of volcanoes on the earth. 
Sulphur la ons of the elements found In meteorites, 

"E unt through the ontlro curih vory quickly,more quickly 
than I evor wont through one before.“ [Ho had before this 
peeacd through aur globe, and I think some other bodles 
in apace] "Tho other sido hasa great deal of rough, 
band, up land. Therols more land than water on this 
world. Thero le nn auow or lee. I cannot guy ander tho 
surface of thie world. I lad nolife on the occan, except 
somo pulpy forma of life attached to the rock beneath tho 
water, I never diallked any place na, much as this I 
ace now small green bulba that Moat through tho wator, 
from the alze bf a pin's head to a thimble. Thay are 
changeablo fo color. I think this water would welgh 
mori than ours,” [On acconnt probably of the minerala lt 
hold In solution; their specie gravi lng grealor than 
that of water] > 

“Hy going far oul, I doc some plants growjog that took 
lika aca-weeda, The rocks are In same platps covered 
with them. The atfhosphero is n horrible ond, charged 
with polsonnus gas. I cannot find ony Auld lo the in. 
terlor of thla globe, Ui] I go down a long way, and yet 
this world acoms vory primitive. This afoma 10 bo tho 
one aca of thla world, I can fod go sther, bot it has 
gulfe of considerable sizo. It Ia imilea dosp In tho 
centre, 8 

„Noarly the whole of the world Is rocky, thoro is vory 
1ltds sand and the asod is dark; aomo of the rocks are rod 
In palches, but thero is but Ilitla of that kind. In many 
places thero Is nots sIgn of vegetation, The clouds do 
not zcom Ilko our clouds, I think tho sun apponrs larger 
at one Hime that another, and tho climate Ja hatter at ond 
time than anothar; hut the climate all over this world is 


anow. I go above tho clouds; 
izo; one looks fouror five times 


iyscemn all blank, and tharo lu a feoling of horror, 
sich as 1 eomeliines have in dreams. when [feol as if fall- 
ing. I go back In time and find tho ocean larger, and to 
go back to molten matter is the largest time ibat I baro 
over noticed, I think a day ja n great deal shorter than 
our day, ret I da not think it gors a thousand miles an 
aur. It lag’much smaller world than ours, I do not 
think it Is over a thousand milen through, I sense nötr 
that ft Ls In this sytem, for I can fee) the Inſluence of stara, 
with which I am famlllnr. 

There wos much nden In this examination that resembled 
what was, ecen in the previouaone, In both the conutry 
waa dark, broken up, rocky, forbidding and unfavorablo to” 
life. The salt water waa different from thatof our ocean. 
A tony valley Is scen In the ano, moro stony near the 
hilla, and fa the others a stony plain, more stony near the 
mountalos. Hut there wera very slrangte statements in 
this Inst description that aceied inexplicable; a world in 
which the sun appeared larger at one time than another 
must ba a world wilh an eccentric orbit; thie ja also indi- 
gated In thy giatnment that tho cll mate was nt poo time hotter 
than another, while the ctimate all over (he world was aliko 
at tho same ume. Were these meteorites fragments of 
romo cometary world, whose nazis was noarly perpendicular 
tô the plano of ltaorbit} Hut where could have bean the 


path of such o body? Could human beinge havo lived 


upon it, Ir it wont far beyond Jupiter? We can hardly 

suppose that at auch a distanco from tho aun, the dimin- 

ished temperature would allow of. the existence of human 

belnge upon a world depending on tho aun, for lu heat

This ia the history of the Hebrew people 
as toid by a Hebrew scholar of competent 
cultura nod resources, for the six centuries 
beg! peste 636 before and ending nt 70 af- 
ter tho Christlan era; or from the apoch of 
Zerubabel to tha Anal fall of Jerusalem. At 
the opening of this period, Judea was acon-

Tho British Parlinment went nearly be 
pide iteclf at the discovery, one evening 
last week, that It could pasa by a vote of 
275 to 200, Bir Hardinge G!fford's resolution 
forbidding Hradinugh either to take tha 
gath or to make afllrmation. Ae Gladstono 
had advised Bradtaugh's adsmlssjon, this 
amduntp to n quast stefeatol the adminla- 
tration, and honoa includes many other ele- 
ments bealdes the naked question of per- 
mitting an athelat to sit In Parliament.

Of course every ona knows that conserva- 
tivo triumpha of thla sort are mero preludes 
to radical victorles. Jeremy Bentham a con- 
tury ago attacked the whole system of pro- 
missory oaths, or oaths that amounted to 
u promise concerning the future, as viclous 
und pernicious.

skin, 18 A stark a lunntid as ony In Bodlam. 
Conaldored as nn Investigator ho is u fraud, 
for, not belng able to belleve what he sees 
ho ranks an a level with those who believe 
they sea what they do not, or believe what 
they do not see, During tho past woek two 
gentlemen whose desiro to guard against 
man-made manifestations wag, of itself, 
moat commendable, called on Dr? Slade, tp 
whom hi refused to givoastance: His refusal 
woa baned on the factthatthoy brought with 
them slates mounted with pad-locks,togeth- 
er with colls of,wire, They hod nevor seen 
bia methods of Inducing spirit phenomena, 
and only guessed what they were from 
hearsay; but they informed him in ad- 
vnnce tnt unless he would produce them 
according to thelr method, thay would not 
bo satieded.

Last weck u lady of har acqualotance in- 
formed us that the widow, with shattered 
health and "a mere bundle of, nerven,“ had 
raked together less than a twentleth of her 
husband's estate and gone to Cahfornln, pro- 
bably to die. Tho train of calamities which 
bad run over aud crushed ‘the womun, con- 
bisted of a will, Half a dozen Christian law- 
vers. und n great, eminent Ohristlan charity, 
the Home of the Felendless. The will was 
one ofthese silly wills which the legislation 
of various Enatern Statos has forbidden and 

_ which ought to be invalid ja Winola, a will 
to disinhorit the aury!yorg, in gråor to feed 
the vanity of the deceased while ving with 

the subtle flattery of imaginiug himself a 
~ benefactor of mankind. s 
“Ii may be assumed that any man who 
locks thadisintercstedneas and philanthropy 
to use hla money for the rellef of mankind 
white ho In alive, lacks the discration to pro- 
vide for any wise use of it in charity after 
death, and will probably make the devisary 
powor a means of moro mischief than bene- 
fit to mankind. The problem ot doing good 
in auch a manner as to avold doing more 
harm than good, la a more dlſſieult one than 
moat persons, In thelr momenta of illness 
ang death, are competent to welgh. In the 
case referred to the widow might probably, 
with justice haveconteated the will, butahe 
forebore to do so, though consclous that it 
was mado by one in n shattorad state of 
mind, because it bad directed the property 
to go to a grest Cheistlan charity.

Obviously, however, nuch u claim 
ie not candid. In many of the denomina- 
tions as in the Baptist, chlidrer prior to the 
age of “roligious experience,” ate not count- 
ed iu tho denomination, and around all 
Protestant demominationa thera is a large 
“adumbration" of persons who though not 
church members are mombers of the con- 
gregation, believers in Christianity and 
anything but infidels, II Mr. Schell's testi- 
mony on the stand was as calculated to 
mlslend as his statistical card in the Albany 
Etening Journal, he ahould ba churched“ 
by hla fellow InGdols and expelled back in- 
to Christianity.

Instealof there be- 
ing 7,000,000 of infidels in England It is not 
probable that they exceed 2 
what they laok in numbers is more than 
compensated in Intellectual power. In ro- 
generating and vitalizing intellectual force 
the 2,000,000 are more khan a match for the 
remalning 20,000,000, As to morals it is 
probable that the average morals of infidels 
ranka rather highor than that of Christians, 
because all infidels incur fust enough of 
odium in becoming so. to put them upon 
thelr mettle and arouse thelr consclences; 
no man can become an infidel In the pres- 
ent state of society from any motive of in. 
tereat, and, becoming so is very Itkely to be 
a severe exercise of consclentiousness such 
as only the higher arder of men are capable 
of. Horeover every Inſldel knowa that there 
is no powerful churgh behind him to back 
hin in higalns. Still It iu a mere sectarian 
vagary to assume that all infidels nro neces- 
sarily purer or better men than ang Chris- 
tians. A long experience of the impudence 
of this kind of vanity when manifested by 
Ubristians should protect non-Christians 
from indulging in it. Although black sheep 
are acarce in infidel pastures stil! there aro 
enough to keep up the breed.

Iy admits the genera) statement by retort- 

log that in the Nepubllcan party the bond of 
cohesion is the presence of capital or na he 
styles it“vast untaxed funded wealth.” The 
core of the labor party in be found, es- 
poclally in eltles, In the labor organizations 
or trades-uniona which consiat of wagt 
workers alone and which ndmit no employer 
or capitalist Into thelr councils, The Green - 
back - labor party is formed by a union ot 
these with men of all claasen in the com- 
munity, who desiro (he Government to en- 

ter upon some pinn far tha goueral and te- 
tended laaus of greenbacke, which they say 

will be sufficiently redeemed in corn, pork, 

obo, by being recel ved by every soller of 
goods in exchange for what ho has to sell. 
There fa not, however, In all tha country a 
singteselfer af goods who will not determ- 
ine tho price at which he will sell them, by 
looking at the market reports as they ap- 
pear in our dally papers, and these current 
prices would depend directly on the pro- 
mium which gold would command in tho 
market by reason of any depreciation of 
the gold value of papenenused by apy nufi- 
cient Isaue of greepbacka to unacttlo pri- 
cen. The redemption of paper money in 
cern and pork, throughout the country, de- 
pends upon the rate at which It is redeemed 
or purchased In coln at le eommereial con- 

tres. We might an well vote against the 
tides, or /againat tbe diurnal revolution of 
the earth on ita nxis aa to vote that paper 
money should not depend for its exchange 
able value mainly. upon tho rate at which it 
fs purchased or redeamed In ec in. 

While itis not so true of tho Greenback 
wing, as it is of the Labor wing, of the Na- 
tionol ,Greanback-labor party, that thelr 
bond of cohesion Ia the “lack of capitat," 
yet it is true of them generally that their 
enterprise during the past fifteen years hos 
couped them lo handle and become respon- 
aible for more capital thun they owned or 
could in the declining condition of industry 
cam an interest upon, and thus that many 
of them have been swung, by an unforta- 
nate and as we think, unwiae policy of the 
country in the management of ila currency 
und debt questions, into the condition of 
helptess borrowers and ullimately of bank - 
rupta. Wado not gay tbis to thelr dispar- 
nagement, for we eateem tho borrower who 
borrowa capital for the purposes of indus- 
try, expecting to repay, saat lenst ns useful 
aman a the lender who advances the mon- 
ey expecting to collect his debt. Phe groat 
mischief which has ted to the impulse in be: 
half of more Groenhacks, ab this Inte day, 
was perpetrated in the yoars 1855 to 1875, 
and in our judgment it lsdoubtful whether 
anything enn now be done to remedy it, 
This consisted in the adoption, first, of such 
a polloy concerning the curroncy os would 
gradually force a currency worth 60 cents on 
the dollar, in gold, up to a valus of pur in 
gold, thus causing a direct depreciation in 
the selling valuo of all the property in the 
country to the amount of forty per cent. 
and an apprédlation in the vnlue of all the 
debts owed to the amount of 40-00 or 06 per 
cent., both of which processes Involved in- 
directly a depreciation of val ap- 
preciations of debts, through 
of insolvent) Babar ee. teal sels, of 
mauy times ‘tho.paked . pingo above 
given.

Socondly, almultancously with this course 
in enhancing the value of the currency, the 
“horolo“ polley of tho party In power, in 
striving ufter the glittering appearance of 
sucocss in affecting the rapid payment of 
tho national debt, undertook to collect from 
tho nation's taxpayers and pay over to the 
nation’s bond holders during the yoars from 
1868 to £873, a for larger share of the earn- 
ings of labor and capital ‘than either labor 
or onpital could afford to part ‘with. 

Both theaa policies combined havo coat 
the country more loss of ‘capital and labor 
in the general proatration of industry which 
resulted from them than wascost by the war 
Stealf. Our ignorance of fluance and of the 
princtptes of national economy in these 
yenra coat us more than the aboliticn of 
slayery. But we think our correspondznt 
errs in obarging this mischief upon the bond 
holders. ‘To prove t hat it waa not at all or 
malnly due to them, you need only attack 
the two policies which actually brought 
them about, viz, the heavy OD nen- 


sary to the rapid payment of the national 


debt, which was pursued during the years 
1605 to 1478, and the steady indlatance upon 
resomption of specle payments by forcing 


up the currenoy in circulation at the close of 


the war, and nearly every Republican and 
+ fourfifths of the Demoorataof the country 
wil endorse both measures.’ This shows 
that ifthesstwo measures were wrong, as

When the whole great 
mob of forty millions of poople unite In 
singing pm ins of pralso to tho polleies thut 
arg dostroylog them, at the time those po- 


“licies are being inaugurated and adopted, It 


ls quite useloaa ton sonra after they hn, e 
ntcomplished all thelr results to organize 
ngainat them. 

It ‘aur countrymen could have been in- 
duced twelve or fifteen years ago to have 
adopted a currency and dobt polloy which 
would have done juntles to the debtor class, 
the nation could haya saved millions of 
wrecked fortunes nud vast wastes of capt 
tal and Inbor. There were precedents 
whieh they coutd havo applied, bul our 
socalled statesmon were too self-confident, 
guperflelat and Ignorant to elther investi 
gate or apprehend them. 

‘Rusala had resumed spaclo payments in 
one month in 1633-4, when her old currency 
was worth but 24 per cent, of ite face, by 
the simple device of tasulag anew currency 
redeemable on demand in coln at par at all 
tho banks of the realm, leaving the dobta 
that were indurred in the old currency to 
vo paid in It or ita valun of the new. Thus 
aha spared her debtor class and resumed 
without a struggle otter her currenoy had 
remained at a large discount for twenty 
yours and dhe maintained reaumptlon until 
she drifted) into the Crimean warin 1853-4. 
Austria repented the same operation in 
145-6 when her currency was worth only 
forty-alx per cent. of fta face. During ñf- 
teen yeara of currency debuts among our 
soptentlegialators In Washington, there ex- 
teted not ono mnu among them all who hod 
made himsel! familiar with these facta or 
who would trust himzolf to spenk of them. 
Comparing these two European illustra- 
tions with ours, it becomes painfully appur- 
ent that, in hundling fonnela) questlous, ou 
Intelligent despotism which really under- 
stands a question may bo kinder and more 
humane in Ita polleles toward tho people than 
un ignorant democracy or republle whose 
Jegislatora learn nothing save in the bitter 
achool of experience. 

Those of our readers who are actively
